RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  CANDIDATES 

TO  THE 

NEW  ENGLAND 

DEACONESS  HOME  AND  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


I.  All  applicants  shall  be  received  on  at  least  three  months’  trial 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  After  serving 
satisfactorily  on  trial  they  may  be  admitted  as  probationers,  provided  it 
be  their  intention  to  ultimately  seek  admission  into  the  office  of  Deacon¬ 
ess. 

II.  None  shall  be  admitted  as  candidates  who  are  more  than  forty  or 
less  than  twenty-three  years  of  age,  except  by  vote  of  the  Managers. 

III.  Candidates  shall  be  required  to  furnish  satisfactory  recommen¬ 
dations  from  their  pastors  and  the  official  boards  of  the  church  to  which 
they  belong,  and  a  health  certificate  from  a  physician. 

IV.  Those  admitted  into  a  Deaconess  Home  shall  consent  to  observe 
the  established  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  abide  by  the  decisions  of 
the  Superintendent,  cheerfully  giving  all  their  time  to  the  work  assigned 
them. 

Candidates  are  desired  to  furnish,  if  possible,  their  own  bedding,  espe¬ 
cially  blankets. 

Any  one  desiring  further  information  or  blank  applications,  etc.,  should 
call  upon  or  address  the  Superintendent,  45  East  Chester  Park,  Boston, 
Mass. 

Probationers  and  Deaconesses. 

I.  Probationers  and  Deaconesses  may  pay  their  own  board  or 
expenses  either  wholly  or  in  part;  or  if  not  able,  they  are  entitled  to  com¬ 
fortable  maintenance  during  their  connection  with  the  nome,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  its  regulations.  The  condition  under  which  each  shall  be 
admitted  shall  be  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Applicants  after  full 
knowledge  concerning  her  financial  ability.  Deaconesses  becoming  dis¬ 
abled  either  by  sickness  or  the  infirmities  of  age  are  entitled  to  support, 
if  not  otherwise  provided  for. 
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II.  None  sliall  solicit  money  unless  duly  authorized,  and  all  donations 
and  money  received  where  service  is  rendered  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Home,  to  he  applied  toward  the  general  expenses. 

III.  A  simple  uniform  shall  he  worn,  sufficient  for  protection  and 
recognition  in  the  work. 

IY.  The  two  years  of  continual  service  required  by  the  Discipline 
shall  be  spent  in  careful  training,  taking  the  following  course  of  study 
and  reading :  —

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


In  presenting  this  first  Annual  Report  of  the  New  England 
Deaconess  Home  and  Training  School  to  the  public,  its  Officers 
and  Managers  desire  to  record  their  gratitude  to  Almighty  God 
for  the  providential  manner  in  which  they  have  been  guided  and 
led  from  the  beginning  of  this  undertaking,  and  also  to  make 
grateful  mention  of  the  encouragement  and  support  received  from 
so  many  friends  both  within  and  without  the  pale  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation  under  whose  special  auspices  the  institution  is  organized 
and  conducted.  From  the  very  inception  of  this  new  enterprise 
the  blessing  of  God  has  seemed  to  rest  richly  upon  it,  and  the 
sympathies  of  the  Christian  public  to  be  turned  toward  it.  As 
the  result  of  these  twofold  helps,  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  organ¬ 
ization  finds  us  in  possession  of  a  fine  property  in  perfect  repair 
(upon  which  there  is  now  a  mortgage  debt  of  only  forty-five 
hundred  dollars,  bearing  four  per  cent  interest),  with  a  well  organ¬ 
ized  Home  and  Training  School  beneath  its  roof,  presided  over 
by  a  faithful  and  efficient  Superintendent,  and  aided  in  its  work 
by  a  number  of  competent  volunteer  instructors.  As  the  insti¬ 
tution  enters  upon  the  second  year  of  its  existence,  the  manage¬ 
ment  feel  assured  that  they  can  promise  still  greater  advantages 
and  facilities  for  preparation  for  their  life  work,  to  those  who 
are  contemplating  missionary  labor,  either  foreign  or  home,  and 
especially  to  those  who  desire  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the 
work  and  office  of  a  Deaconess  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
In  the  work  of  teaching,  the  Superintendent  will  be  aided  by  a 
corps  of  instructors,  whose  names  will  be  found  in  another 
part  of  this  Report,  and  will  in  themselves  be  a  guarantee  that 
the  work  undertaken  by  them  will  be  ably  and  faithfully 
performed.  In  addition  to  this  regular  course  of  instruction, 
students  will  be  favored  with  occasional  lectures  upon  themes 
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bearing  upon  their  work,  by  those  who  are  acknowledged 
experts  in  their  several  departments.  Special  provision  will  also 
be  made  by  hospital  lectures,  class  work,  and  practical  training 
for  those  desiring  to  take  the  Nurse-Deaconess  Course.  The 
programme  of  instructions  and  special  lectures  (with  announce¬ 
ment  of  subjects  of  the  latter)  will  be  published  in  the  Zion's 
Herald  as  soon  as  it  can  be  perfected,  so  that  friends  of  the 
Home  may  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  attending  if  they 
so  desire.  From  the  above  announcement  it  must  appear  to  all 
that  the  New  England  Deaconess  Home  and  Training  School 
is  no  longer  an  experiment,  but  an  established  fact.  Two  things, 
however,  are  necessary,  if  it  is  to  prove  the  power  for  good  in  our 
section  which  it  ought  to  be. 

First ,  It  needs  and  must  have  the  sympathy  and  generous 
financial  support  of  all  who  desire  to  see  its  special  lines  of  work 
successfully  prosecuted  in  our  towns  and  cities.  It  has  no 
endowment,  and  no  source  of  income  except  the  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions  of  its  friends.  While  no  salaries  are  paid  to  any  of  its 
teachers  or  workers,  yet  its  household  expenses  must  weekly  be 
met,  together  with  other  necessary  outlays  which  are  inevitably 
connected  with  such  a  community  life.  These  can  only  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  through  the  liberality  of  volunteer  contributors.  We 
therefore  ask  our  friends  to  remember  us  generously  from  time 
to  time,  without  waiting  to  be  personally  solicited.  Contributions 
sent  to  the  Treasurer  (whose  address  appears  in  another  part  of 
this  Report)  will  be  thankfully  received  and  promptly  acknowl¬ 
edged.  The  other  thing  necessary  to  the  success  of  our  enter¬ 
prise  is,  — 

Second ,  The  presence  in  our  Home  and  Training  School  of 
consecrated  women  who  are  ready  and  anxious  to  prepare  them¬ 
selves  for,  and  to  prosecute  the  work  of,  a  Deaconess.  There 
are  doubtless  many  women  in  New  England  who  feel  themselves 
called  to  just  such  work,  and  who  only  need  to  have  their 
attention  directed  to  the  Home,  to  assure  their  services  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  in  this  direction  for  years  to  come.  We  there¬ 
fore  invite  the  co-operation  of  Pastors  and  Christian  workers 
throughout  New  England  in  securing  to  us  available  candidates 
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for  this  new  and  important  office.  With  such  co-operation  upon 
the  part  of  all  lovers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  our  Deaconess 
Home  and  Training  School  is  not  only  an  assured  success,  but 
our  common  Christianity  will  feel  the  impulse  and  help  which  shall 
come  from  the  consecrated  labors  of  those  who  go  out  from  or 
remain  within  its  walls.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  :  — 

In  presenting  this  first  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  New 
England  Deaconess  Home  and  Training  School,  I  must  remind 
you  that  we  did  not  really  begin  work  until  Jan.  1,  1890,  and  of 
the  eight  ladies  whose  work  is  reported  below,  three  have  been 
with  us  less  than  one  month. 

The  work  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1890,  is  as  fol¬

This  report  gives  simply  the  bare  facts  concerning  the  work  of 
our  Deaconesses,  but  if  it  were  possible  I  should  like  to  set 
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before  you  in  detailed  form  some  of  the  visible  results  accom¬ 
plished  ;  the  entire  results  can  only  be  known  when  “  the  books 
are  opened  ”  in  the  day  when  all  things  are  revealed.  I  will 
only  refer  briefly  to  a  few  instances  as  specimens  of  some  of  the 
lines  in  wljich  we  work. 

At  the  Merrimac  Street  Mission,  as  you  know,  a  Sunday  School, 
Industrial  School,  and  Mothers’  Meeting  have  been  organized  in  a 
locality  greatly  needing  these  lines  of  work.  Many  scholars 
have  been  gathered  into  other  Sunday  schools ;  several  of  our 
workers  have  aided  in  the  establishment  of  a  Chinese  Sunday 
School  at  Grace  Church ;  and  many  poor  families  have  received 
practical,  as  well  as  spiritual  aid.  Several  of  “  God’s  suffering 
ones  ”  have  been  tenderly  ministered  to  during  their  last  days  on 
earth,  bearing  the  testimony  before  “  going  home  ”  that  they  had 
been  brought  nearer  to  the  Lord,  as  well  as  having  been  made 
more  comfortable,  through  the  services  of  the  Deaconesses  attend¬ 
ing  them. 

One  family,  found  almost  destitute  during  the  winter,  where 
the  mother  was  praying  to  the  saints,  and  the  father  spending 
his  small  earnings  in  drink,  is  now  rejoicing  in  a  wonderful 
change.  The  mother  finds  blessed  comfort  in  direct  communion 
with  her  Lord,  the  little  children  have  been  taught  to  pray,  and 
the  father  is  beginning  to  trust  in  Divine  help  to  overcome 
appetite.  In  another  instance,  the  mother  a  short  time  ago  was 
bitter  and  out  of  harmony  with  all  religious  influence,  but  is  now 
sweetly  trusting  in  her  Heavenly  Father,  even  though  He  has 
seen  fit  to  take  to  Himself  the  dear  little  household  treasure. 

Other  families  have  been  restored  to  the  Church,  when  they 
had  lost  all  interest  and  had  wandered  from  the  Father’s  House, 
but  needing  only  the  kind  sympathy  and  earnest  entreaty  of  a 
consecrated  heart  to  win  them  back  to  the  fold.  Many  church 
letters  have  been  secured,  whose  owners  had  neglected  to  present 
them,  and  had  come  to  feel  that  they  were  uncared  for,  and  were 
in  danger  of  losing  all  interest  in  better  things.  One  sister,  now 
happy  in  church  relations,  said,  when  our  Deaconess  found  her, 
that  in  all  her  trouble  she  had  felt  until  then  that  the  Lord  was 
her  only  friend.  Another,  who  recently  was  facing  death  with 
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stolid  indifference,  is  now  looking  forward  to  it  as  a  happy  release 
from  suffering,  and  as  the  gateway  to  the  bliss  beyond. 

We  received  a  letter  from  a  brother  in  the  country,  who 
desired  us  to  look  after  his  sister,  who  he  felt  was  in  danger 
through  the  manifold  temptations  of  city  life.  I  desire  any  one 
who  knows  of  similar  cases,  to  inform  me  concerning  them,  and 
they  will  be  aided  in  every  possible  way. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  instances  that  might  be  given, 
showing  that  the  blessing  of  God  attends  our  workers  in  their 
ministrations  to  both  body  and  soul  of  those  whom  they  visit. 
And,  like  our  blessed  Lord,  we  often  find  it  necessary  to  give 
physical  aid  before  we  can  touch  the  spiritual  nature ;  and  to  do 
this,  we  must  appeal  to  our  friends  to  aid  us  with  supplies  of 
clothing,  provisions,  or  anything  that  will  in  any  way  minister 
to  our  needy  people.  May  I  suggest,  too,  that  when  our  friends 
send  us  packages,  they  kindly  prepay  express  charges.  This  is 
not  a  great  deal  for  each  one  to  do,  but  the  aggregate  of  these 
charges  would  make  a  serious  draft  on  the  treasury  of  the  Home. 
Let  me  request,  also,  that  the  packages  be  sent  to  the  care  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  marked  whether  they  are  to  be  used  in  the 
Home  or  taken  to  the  poor. 

The  last  item  in  above  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Home 
indicates  to  you  that  opportunities  for  presenting  our  work  have 
been  accepted,  in  order  to  secure  the  co-operation  which  cannot 
be  expected  until  the  public  become  informed  in  regard  to  it ;  and 
permit  me  here  to  say  that  churches  or  missionary  societies 
desiring  to  know  of  the  Deaconess  Movement  should  communi¬ 
cate  with  the  Superintendent,  so  that  some  one  from  the  Home 
can  be  sent  for  this  purpose. 

Friends  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  Home,  and  Friday  after¬ 
noons  I  shall  be  “  at  home,”  and  shall  always  be  pleased  to  give  any 
information  desired  concerning  the  Home  and  its  work.  Arrange¬ 
ments  will  be  made  for  any  who  desire  to  attend  the  recitations, 
lectures,  etc.,  as  day  students,  and  the  Superintendent  invites 
free  inquiry  on  this  or  any  other  department  of  the  work. 

In  reporting  the  work  of  the  past  six  months,  during  which  we 
have  all  been  so  wonderfully  blessed  by  our  Heavenly  Father,  I 
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cannot  close  without  expressing  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  kind 
friends  who  have  so  generously  cared  for  our  Home,  and  have 
aided  us  so  greatly  by  their  donations  for  our  poor  people  ;  also 
to  Dr.  Steele,  Dr.  Brodbeck,  Dr.  Clark,  and  Miss  Effie  Jones,  for 
their  valued  assistance  in  the  pursuance  of  our  course  of  study  ; 
to  Dr.  J.  W.  Cushing  for  his  efficient  aid  as  Medical  Examiner ; 
to  Miss  I.  J.  Brooks  for  her  kind  help  in  securing  experience  for 
our  nurses  ;  and,  personally,  I  desire  to  sincerely  thank  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  their  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  ;  also  the  members  of  the  Home  for  their  faithful  work 
so  cheerfully  rendered ;  and  Mrs.  Whelen,  who,  by  her  efficient 
management  as  Matron,  has  made  it  possible  for  me  to  have  time 
for  class-work  and  other  duties. 

In  closing,  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  said  in  response  to  your 
call  for  me  to  return  as  Superintendent  next  year,  that  I  will,  by 
Divine  help,  serve  you  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  believing  that  I 
shall  have  not  only  your  support,  but  your  prayers.
